An enquiry vr;ui hold, on October 29th, 
it\t Cork, into tile ncconnts of Koliert Shaw, 
etiimp distributer for that County. Mr 
Shaw acknowledged tliat lie waa a defaulter 
to the amount of Xl.1,000. 

It is stated thaltlie wish entertained by 
many of the Irisli anbjects of the Qnocn 
tliat her Majesty should visit Ireland next 
year is likely to be gratified. We even 
heir that arrangement are in progress at 
tlifl Vico'Regal Lodge, witli a view to a 
visit from her Majc.sty in Juno next. 

A boy and girl, children of a Birming- 
ham ciih-driver, were in bed, when their 
father entered the bedroom, and the girl 
noticed him tie a liandkerchief round his 
nccic, and attach it to the bedpost. Next 
morning the father w.as standing in the 
fl ame position, and they remarked to each 
•other that ** father had lieen standing there 
all night.” He was de.id. The girl said 
to the coroner " she thought ho was joking, 
and went to sleep again." 

At the King’s Head public-house, 
'Somei-ahara, some young men put a piece 
of tobacco into a kettle over the fire, for a 

lark.” Tea was subsequently made with 
the water in the kettle, of which a young 
Tuan and young woman unsuspectingly 
pirtnok. They were both aeixed with 
•alarming illness, and It was with some 
rlifficiilty the life of the young woman waa 
'saved. There is a question of prosecuting 
itlic perpetrators of this stupid and danger- 
ous practical joke. 

On the arrival of the Liverpool cxpi cjia 
At Crew station, soon after 5 o’clock on 
Octolier 9, the man whose duty it is to 
ilup the wheels of the carriages saw under 
'One of the vehicles an object rather foreign 
to the situation. It turned out to be a 
little boy, who, on being -told to come out, 
said, “Don’t say anything t I have lost 
iny friends, and want to go to Bristol." 
llle was interrogated by the railway offi- 
rcials, and he told them he had hung on by 
his arms and logs to a slender iron stay, 
only three-quarters of an inch in diameter, 
the whole distance from Liverpool (thirty- 
four miles). When we consider the sperf 
the exprass-train travels at, the constant 
draught, dust, and vibration the lad must 
' have had to put up with, to say nothing 
-of the Lime street tunnel (not over agree- 
able to pass through under the best of 
•circumstances), we cannot but admire the 
. remarkable spirit displayed. If tbo train 
had gone much further without stopping, 
the jKK)r boy could not possibly have held 
on, as his limbs wero quite numb when he 
w;is discovered. 

A story is going the rounds of the 
F renoh papers which shows that detectives 

■ sometimes know how to look after their 
own interests. A legacy of 500,000 francs 
was recently left to a lady who had long 
lived with her daughter in extreme 
poverty. Unfortunately, this suddenly 

■ enriched couple were nowhere to ho found, 

. and the affair waa put into tlie hands of 

a young and active detective. He was 
. allowed a month to prosecute the search, 
and when that time had elapsed he pre- 
sented himself, unaccompanied by anyone, 
before his superior, the latter upbraiding 
him with his inefficiency.

A passage between Boulogne-sur-mcr 
and Calais has boon made in four hoars 
and throe quarters by two niariuo veloci- 
pedes. The currents were against the 
voyagers, but they landed almost dry. 

The address of the Mayor of Cork to the 
Lord-Leiutenant on his recant visit to that 
city has, by some accident been copied into 
a local journal os tho arldress of the Indies 
of Cork ; and this mistake is tho more to 
be regretted as the following passage (igurea 
conspicuoualy in the document ; — “ Nature 
has done much for us, but man almost 
nothing.” 

A Tenant-Right Meeting attended by 
between 20,000 and 25,000 persona, was 
held in Kilkenny on. October 18, under 
the presidency of Mr George Bryan, of 
Jenkinstown, M.P. for the County. Reso- 
lutions were adopted to the effect that in 
the adjustment of rent between landlord 
and tenant due regard shoujd be given to 
capital invested in subsUhtial irapi-ove- 
menis ; and that to mee((ui8 exigencies of 
the country, a land measui'6. based upon 
the principles of fixity of tenure and fair 
rents, is reqnired. 

Placards have been posted at Clapham 
containing the following piquant invitation 
to worshippers at “ Betliscda Ohapol" : — 
“ Ned Wright, who, before his conversion, 
was convicted thre<‘ time) of burglary, will 
deliver a gospel address. Come, and Wel- 
come ! No collection !” 

A niraour has reached us from Ports- 
mouth that it is intended to fit out another 
flying sq madron, of a less formidable charac- 
ter than that which is under Rear-Admiral 
Hornby, to leave England about the month 
of April next, 

October 21 being the anniversary of the 
battle of Trafalgar, Nelson’s flag-ship Vic- 
tory was, in accordance with custom, 
dressed at each mast-head and yard-arms 
with laurel wreaths. During the afternoon 
some few of the remaining survivors of the 
memorable engagement went on board, and 
were, with several of tho senior executive, 
petty, and executive officers in port, enter- 
tained at dinner through the liberality of 
Admiral Sir James Hope. 

In Grayton-Ie-Miirsh, .a woman recently 
died of an attack of peritonitis She was 
thirty years old, and her case lias been of 
much interc.st to her mcilical attendants 
on account of the nnusnal symptoms it 
presented. On a post mortem ex imination 
being made, a tumour, composed of hum.an 
hair, resembling in appearance a black 
duck with a very long Heck, and weighing 
nearly two {Kninds, was found in the 
stomach and gullet, farming a tolerably ac- 
curate mould of these organs, and extend- 
ing into the month. This remarkable 
concretion had caused great thickening and 
ulceration of the stomanh, and was the 
the remote cause of her death. Her sister 
stated that during the last twelve years 
she had known tho deceased to bo in the 
habit of eating her own hair. 

Some of the Church papers state that 
tho Royal Commissioners on Ritualism in- 
tend to propose that the Athanaslan Creed 
sluill bo struck out of the Prayer Book. 

Tlie Rev. Shapharzi Edaizi a converted 
fire-worahipper of the celebrated sect of 
the Pharsees of Bombay, is now acting as 
assistant curate of Holy Trinity, St Kbbe’s, 
Oxford. The revereiul gentleman w,as or- 
dained by the Bishop of Oxford. 

Tile powder works bcionging to Messrs 
Dixon and Co., situated about four miles 
from Lake Windermere, were the scone of 
a devoshallng explosion on October 19, 
The press and charge houses wero utterly 
dcmolislied, and six mills were completely 
wrecked. Unfortunately, there were three 
men at work at tho time, and they were 
blown to atoms. 

On the 20th October, an inquest was 
held on the ho<ly of Charles Swift, who 
W.SS thrown into a copper of boiling water 
by his master, Mr Lister, a Gerinan-aausage 
maker, at Ilateliam. Two witnesses swore 
positively that Lister waa quareelling with 
Swift, who was dnmk, and that ho took 
np tho deceased in hi-s arms and threw him 
into the copper. Lister then pulled him 
out again by the heels, and on the police- 
man coming, he told the latter that Swift 
had fallen in. Swift, who waa .sensible, 
said, “ No ; he threw me in." The jury 
returned a verdict of manslaughter against 
Li-ster, who was tried at the Central 
Criminal Court on October 28, and sen- 
tenced to nine months’ iraprisonraent with 
hard labour. 

The Morninrf Star, a daily paper started 
by tho once powerful party called the 
Manchester School, ceased to exist on tho 
13th October. Mr Bright, whose powerful 
writing was frequently recognised, h.ad 
ceased for some little time to give active 
co-operation to the journal. Mr Hilnor 
Gibson and the other chiefs of tho party 
had also withdrawn their support. It is 
said that the interests of the paper h.ave 
lieen dispo.sed of to the proprietors of the 
Dtiili/ JVews for X8000. 

On the 37th October, the Earl of Dud- 
ley, with Lord Rokehy and A party of 
ladies, visited tho Nino Ixicks Coal Mine, 
the scene of a deplorable accident some 
months ago, and while down in the work- 
ings, his Lordship presented to each of his 
agent.s (seven in nuinhsr), by wiin.se exer- 
tions a wonderful re.sciie svas achieved, a 
handsome gold watch and chain. Subse- 
quently tlie party visited^udley Civcrns, 
wliicli worn splendidly illuminated for the

Notwithstauding the oppositioa raised 
hj n powerful party in California to tho 
introduction of Chinese labourers^ thorn 
now fteems to be little room for doubt that 
a targe and continuous influx will set in, 
not only to that and the adjoining States, 
but also to tho cotton-growing sections of 
the Union, and that in this respect tho 
world is likely to see during the next ten 
or twenty years some of tho most impor- 
tant changes ever witnessed from the dis- 
tribution of races. It is understood that 
the Pacific Mail Company, of New York, 
intend to put on weekly steamers to China 
to import labour at a low price. Accord- 
ing to advices from Sau Francisco, it 
appears that a Japanese immigration is 
likely to be introduced into California 
simultaneously with that from China. A 
German, named Schnell, who had been for 
a long time tx resident in Japan, came to 
El Dorado county in June last, and made 
a purchase of lands for the purpose of 
establishing a Japanese colony, upon the 
co-operative labour system, to engage in 
the culture of the tea plant, the oil plant, 
wax and mulberry trees, and the manu- 
facture of silk, and the results thus far are 
alleged to have been very Buccessful. The 
tea seeds are represented to bo in a pro- 
mising comlition; the mulberry cultiration 
is Hkowiso in progress, and the growth of 
tho oil plant hiis already been perfected. 
Herr Schnell has duplicates of passports, 
issued by the Japanese authorities, whereby 
a large number of persons had designed to 
join the colony some time ago, but who 
have been detained in Japan in conse- 
quence of the disturbance created by the 
civil war. Ke proposes to gradually in- 
itiate tliem to adopt the habits and custonn 
of tho American people, and says they are 
not averse to the changesi 

Trouble seems likely to arise between 
tho United States revenue ofliceTS and the 
Mormons, owing to the many efforts of the 
latter to evade paying taxes. A majority 
of the houses at Snlt Liike have been con- 
secrated for religious purposes,” and tho 
thoatro, though it has long been in uhc, has 
been purposely left unfinished. It seems 
that Brigham Young is becoming sarcastic. ! 
Hfi proposes to limit himself to one woman , 
if every member of Congress will do the 
same.

A melancholy interest attache.s fo a let 
ter just published, addressed to the late 
Mr Gi'innell, by Uiptain Hall, who for 
the last five years has lived among the 
Esquitn.au X, in tho hope of discovering 
additional relics of the ill-fated Franklin 
Expedition. It is believed that the docu- 
ments left by Fiarnklin m.ay yet exist, but 
Captiiin Hall was not able to recover them. 
Ho htis, however, brought home a number 
of relics found at different spots where the 
105 bravo men who followed Crozier, after 
the de,ath of Franklin, ilropped and died 
one after another. The msearches of 
Captain Hill add little to our geographical 
knowledge. 

We regret to state that tho steamer 
Stonewall has been burnt on the Missis- 
sippi, and that of the 258 persons on board 
only thirty-eight are known to bo saved. 
The vessel Caught fire on tho night of 
Weilncsday, October 27th. Tlie cargo, 
which consisted chiefly of hay, was piled 
on deck. The fire sprea/l rapidiy, and she 
was run on a shoal, but the depth of water 
prevented the people reaching land. The 
night was cold, the wind high, and a swift 
current was running. FesVof the sufferers 
wero biirjit, nearly ail of them being 
drowned. Boats from the shore rescued 
the survivots. Some of those who are 
missing may have floated down the river, 
but their fate Is unknown. 

A case recently came before the court at 
Santiago in which the plaintiff sued for a 
divorce on the ground th.at her husband is 
of tho same sex as herself. This was 
enough to procure a divorce, but not 
enough to create an embarrassing law case. 
It was easy to separate husband and wife : 
but how about property 1 The one of the 
two ladies who undertook the ]>art of the 
husband h.sd married tho other for her 
money and for her prospects. She was in 
the habit of frequenting the baths of C'o- 
lina for tho purpose of selling fresh eggs 
and other such commodities to the world 
of fashion who seek health and repose in 
that watering place. Now the question 
arises whether the wife should l>e respon- 
sible for the debts incurred by the husband 
while managing her affairs. There is 
another question also — what punishment 
should bo inflicted on the husband for con- 
tempt of law, and for forgery committed in 
•jigning the marriage contract and other 
documents under an essumed sex. Tho 
legal aspects of tho case may bo left to the 
Iftirnerd nl.iigistratea of Snntia.go. 



Saake-bito, 

We have received u lengthened account 
of the case of snake-bite treated by Dr 
Bowling, of Talbot, from which wo extriMtt 
the particulars of most public interest. 
The snake, about five feet in length, was 
pinned to tlie ground through the tail at 
the time ho bit Mr Coiitte, which he did 
twice, Tho case was of sunh severity that 
Dr Dowling had to inject ammonia three 
times into a vein of the right arm, and 
twice into a vein of the left arm, before 
the remedy was complete. After every 
injection, except the fourth, there was an 
instimtaneous iinproveiueut, marked by re- 
turning consciousness, better pulse, breath- 
ing, and complexion. Tho doctor neither 
scarified the part nor applied any local 
rein^y, wishing to trust solely to the am- 
moniacal injection. Ho thus concludes : — 
“ Whatever may be the opinion of otliers 
who are much given to theorising and 
criticising svithout experience, of this I am 
convinced, that for the paison of the brown 
or diamond snake, 'the ammonia is the 
direct antidote j and in any number of 
cases where they could be treated Buffi- 
oiciitly soon I should be as confident as to 
their issue as we can naturally be for any- 
thing in our somewhat uncertain art.”-^ 
■Auslralascan. 

Another instance of successful treatment I 
of snake bite by the injection of aromoaiu, 
as recommended by Professor Halfcrd, is 
recorded in a recent issue of tlie Gi/ips 
Lan/l Times. A midiJlo-ag^d healthy- j 
looking woman was bitten on the leg by a 
very largo snake (described as being light- 
coloured and spotted), about hnlf-past'ten 
on the morning of the 20th November. 
Sho fell down, and became unconscious, 
and on being taken home she became very 
faint, and vomited, which gave her relief. 
A bandage was applied above and below 
the knee, and for a wbiie she appeared 
slightly better, but towards evening the 
symptoms returned with greater severity, 
and she becamb worse, notwithstanding 
that sho was made to swallow a glass of 
brandy with about ten drops of strong 
liquid ammonia. Dr Ecoles, of Tarraviile, 
was then sent for, and arrived thirteen 
hours after the woman had been bitten. 
Her pulse was then very weak, and the 
surface of her laxly was also cold and 
clammy, and slie was kept awake with 
great dilSculty. The wound wiw at once 
scarified, and saturated with strong liquid 
ammonia, and some brandy was adminis- 
tered, the patient being kept constantly 
moving about As she appeared to derive 
no immedi.-ite benefit from this treatment, 
it was determined to employ the ’fiijection 
of ammoni:!, as recommended by Professor 
Halford. A vein in the woman’s right 
arm was then opened, and seven ilrops of 
strong liquid ammonia, diluted in a dnicbm 
and a half of lukewarm water, were in 
jected by means of a small glass syringe, 
more brandy being also administered, 
Still tho symptoms grarlually increased, 
and the breathing became so low and quick 
as to be scarcely perceptibla Heat was 
applied to tho extremities, and ammonia 
was again injected. - In about twenty 
minutes sho recovered sufficiently to ex- 
press a wish to be alone. After a while 
tlie general state of the circulation became 
more active, the unfavourable symptoms 
disappeiifed, and about four hours after- 
warils it Wits considered safe to let tho 
patient go to sleep. When she awoke she 
had quite recovered. 



An Extraordinary Story. 

( F rom ihe Chicago Post, ) 

The grand jury of Kane County found 
an indictment for ninrdor against the Rev. 
Isaac P. Smith, of Turner Junction (a little 
town 30 miles we-st of Chicago) for the 
murder of his wife in hist J une. The fol- 
lowing are tho facts of the case Some 
time in tho early part of Juno last, Mr 
Smith, with his wife, drove in his buggy 
to Elgin, to attend a ministers’ meeting at 
the house of a brothel* clergyman. He 
came to a Mr Benton’s house in considerable 
excitement, asking if bis wife was there, 
and saying that his buggy had been over- 
turned in crossing a stream about quarter 
of a mile from Mr Benton’s, and as he had 
not been able to find his wife, ho thought 
she might have gone on to the house and 
left him. His accoimt of the accident 
seems to have been very contradictory. 
To one person he said he didn’t know why 
he had driven into the stream, for ho had 
just left a stable where there was plenty 
of water. To anotlier ho said that he drove 
across the bridge, but that the horse, in 
spite of his efforts to drive on, turned after 
crossing, and went into the stream to drink. 
These discrepancies, together with the fact 
that the horse was found standing still in 
the water, with the buggy resting on the 
side on two wheel.s, just where the accident 
(or muriler) took place, and the body of 
Mrs Suiith only ten or twelve feet from 
the buggy, leil to investigation. It leaked 
out tint there was an insiir.ance to the 
amount of 53000 on her life. Ho denied 
that there was any other insurance, where- 
as closer investigation showed a further 
accident insurance of $6000, which, when 
discovered, he .said he had concealed by tho 
advice of his father, lest it should make a 
talk. Then one pei-son discovered that 
Mr Srnit'i Ii-ad but 5400 .sdary at Algon- 
quin, and yet he kept a hor.se and buggy; 
and paid insurance on $1 9,000 for himself 
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and Ilia wife, and. had commenced to build 
a itouse shortly after his arrival, which 
would cost him little short of $6000, while 
he had but a salary of $400— all of whiclT 
would have to be borrowed at ton per 
cent. This would leave him $200 a-year 
to live on, pay insurance and taxes, and 
Mve the pnnoiple of his borrowed capital 
When asked about the accident poI»r*vV ' 
saidthathehadtakenit at his wife’sre 
together with $10,000 on his own lift,' 
sometime last (all, when he had conteml^ 
plat^ a visit to Prescott, Wisconsin, whfth ' 
had ^n given up when he came to Turi 
nor Junction. Mrs Smith was about 26 ' 
years old, the daughter of a farmer near 
Algonquin, Illinois, where Mr Smith 
preached a year ago. She was a very 
fair-looking woman, of an amiable, retiring 
disposition, and was much beloved by the 
people generally. Mr Smith has been i„ 
the ministry about ten years, five of which 
were spent in Ne'w England, where his 
first wife died. He issaid to be an earnest 
and eloquent preacher ; and he came to 
Turner Junction last November. It re- 
mains for the trial to sift the facta in this 
remarkable and distressing case.

Biiftiness has been fair during the past week, 
hut it ia expected that there will be a slight 
lull, AS is generally the case after the holidays, 
Stocks are pretty full, with the exception of 
oats, of which there are, however, syfficient to 
Biijjply all demands until the new ones come in, 
which event is expected bo take place at the end 
of the month, although it is thought the crops 
will not be heavy. 

For Robertson and Hallenatein's flour there ia 
still a fair deinaud, it being the only kind now 
used in the district. 

The share market is at present dull, anrl we 
have no important sales to mention. The want 
of public crushing machinery will seriously affect 
the progress of cmr reefs for some time to como.

rninerin riglit title. It may happen tliat 
the daiin8 taken up lu’c too small to he 
uow held under lease ; and daimholdeifi 
may have in conboqucuco serious difficul- 
ties to contend with in thoir efforts to de- 
vdop a mining ru-sourcc. Uow wo have 
arrived at aiidi results, wo do not caro to 
tmee. Tliey are made patent enough by 
their presence. How to solve tho question 
is tho difficulty ; and to that end wo must 
address oufsclvcs. 

Security of title is the first thing to Bub- 
init to the capitalist. Wluit with the 
registration and protection nuuldle, die., 
that clear title capitalists «o desire cannot he 
given at present. Our local business men 
! are, nevei tlieless, <Ioing wonders : they are 
acting up faithfully to tlicii* ohiigations as 
sleeping shareholders. This cannot, how- 
ever, last for ever. They will in time 
require to deposit tlieir securities for ad- 
vances, or otherwise deal with them. To 
make tho resources of the Bendigo Beefs, 
therefore, valuable, it will be seen that it 
is necessary to give either security of title, 
if the aid of capihd is required, or a proof 
that the daiTns aro genuino and valuable, 
and actually what they are i-epresented to 
lie. The last generally cannot be done. 
Everyone, more or ]c.*is, belicvea in their 
value — everyone rPally recognises some- 
thing of their worth. But what of that 1 
We may go on tidking of them, but “ the 
steed will stand while the grass grows.^^ 
It drives us back to security of title, and 
security of title means a good deal. It 
means how claims arc held, and how they 
are to be worked and developed. Capital- 
ists, as far as we understand them, don't 
caie to take even a basketful of miner’s 
right securiticB. Owners of machinery, oi 
those who would, in conjuction with share- 
holders, assist in procuring and erecting 
the necessary plant, would like to sec the 
reefs a little better tested, tmd the supply- 
of-water question definitely settled. Test- 
ing the reefs, as the operation is at present 
pursued, falls individually heavy on the 
limited number of sharehclderg ; and we 
are afraid that tho work is not so vigour- 
ously pursued as it should be. Not only 
are the claims generally too small by just 
one half, hut many are depending upon 
the testing results of their neighbours. 
This is a species of “gentle shepheitling” 
that deserves no encoiirageuicnt. Alto- 
gether (if our view of the position ia cor- 
rect) it will be at once apparent that 
serious difficulties and obstacles exist to 
the rapid development of our reefs. We 
are not going to take up our text, and 
dwell upon the deeds of the men of the 
Thames, We may, however, emulate their 
conduct in some respects, and follow their 
footsteps in one or two lines of conduct. 
By however vigorous and prompt action, 
by the diffusion of interests into the hands 
of many, the district has Becuved tlio erec- 
tion of numerous and powerful crushing 
plants. 

As we cannot In this issue go fully into 
the various methods of working the reefs 
tluvt are suggested, wc will briefly eintomise 
some of them. First, aiiuilgaTnatiou of 
claims to the extent of 1200 feet in 
length ; secondly, the application for a 
le.'iRC ; tldrdly, the formation of limited 
liability companies ; fourthly, the creation 
of machinery by joint comjianies ; fifthly, 
the mortgaging of claiina to procure funds 
in order to t3st them, or for the creation 
' of machinery. All these various forms, 

1 w'c will show in a future issvie, have some- 
thing of merit about them ; but in our 
opinion, the third and fourth propositions 
claim serious attention. The formation of 
such companies is so simple, e;isy, and 
cconomicid ; the distribution of risks so 
easily effected, even at a premium, if pro- 
spects justify it ; and the means of getting 
properly to work so much increased, that 
we claim, in tho mcfintirae, a fair con- 
sideration of them. Wo must atti*act 
capital, or utiliso that which wo have, if 
we want to improve on tho past and go 
ahead earnestly, and wo must have ma- 
chinery as soon as possible. In our next, 
we shall, therefore, more fully deal with a 
suhject wo have only cursorily touched 
upon to-day.

The Late George Peabody, 

George Peabody, a descendant of the 
pilgrim fathers of a family formerly sellloJ 
in Liecestershire, was born at Uaiivrrs, 
Maeiachueelts, U.8., Fob. 18, 1705. Hii 
father was in business, and the son was 
apprenticed to a grocer at Danvers. In 
1812 liewai in partnership with his unele, 
John Peabody, at Georgetown, and innn- 
sger of the concern, and at the same time 
saw active service ds s yolunteef at Fert 
Warburton, Having sflbseqnentlv been 
for some years a succesafn! merchant in 
partnerihip wilh Mr Riggs at Baltimore, 
with branch houses at Philadelphia and 
New York, he came to England in 1837 
and establiihed himself in London as a 
merchant and money-broker in 1843. In 
this capacity his name has been a guarantee 
for many monetary transactions on the part 
of more than one of the United States • 
and in 1848 he largely contribnted to the 
restoration of the credit of Maryland, Mr 
Peabody supplied at his own cost the ar- 
ranging and garnishing of the United States 
department at tlie Great Exhibition of 
1861 ; and be contributed to the expense 
of the American expedition, fitted out 
under Dr Kane to explore the Artie region, 
in search of Sir John Franklin, In 1862, 
He founded at Danvers, U.S., at the cost 
of £25,000, an Institute which hears his 
name, 'and has given upwards of £100,000 
for a similar purpose in Maryland. On re- 
tiring from business with a large fortune 
in 1862, he, in a letter dated March 12, 
presented the City ef London with the 
munificent sum of £150,000, to be applied 
to the purpose of benefiting the work- 
ing classes by tha erection of comfortable 
and convenient lodging-houses, and he gave 
for theeam. purpose an additional £150,000 
in February 1886. The first block of 
buildings in Spitalfields, known as the 
Peabody Dwellings was opened in 1?64. 
He presented to Havard University 150,000 
dollars to establish a museum and bio. 
fessorship of Archieology ond Ethnology, in 
October 1866, and the United States Con- 
gress passed a vote of thanks lo him for 
his gifts to the people in March 1867.
